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FOREWORD 


Welcome to Baldwin’s Auction 104. We are excited to present our latest auction, our second live auction since 
the pandemic began in our newly refurbished Auction Room at 399 Strand. The sale consists of a wide variety 
of coins, with some exceptionally rare pieces and some of the finest known examples. 


In our selection of ancient two coins stand out from the rest. #14 is an exceptional gold stater of the Macedonian 
King Philip III. Preserved in Good Extremely Fine condition and exhibiting much mint lustre, the coin bears a 
portrait of Apollo with the features of the deified Alexander the Great himself. Having not seen the market in 
over two decades, the superb stater will surely see enthusiastic bidding. #27, the gold Aureus of Marcus Aure- 
lius, is also not to be missed. Struck in high-relief and graded MS by NGC, the fine style portrait of the Philoso- 


pher Emperor is a sight to behold. 


Overall, the ancient coin selection is made up of two collections, one of Greek and one of predominantly Ro- 
man pieces. The Greek coins represent some affordable opportunities to acquire well-known pieces, including, 
in particular, Hellenistic silver. The Roman collection spans the Republic and the Empire, in gold, silver and 
bronze. Again, there are many affordable examples of popular types, and many exceptional coins in their own 
right, including a pleasing Tribute Penny of Tiberius (#43). 


The British section commences with a small variety of very pleasing Anglo Saxon coins including pennies from 
Cuthred, Offa, Berhtwulf, Aethelstan I, Harold and a defaced obverse die of Stephen amongst others. The ham- 
mered gold section is well represented, the highlight being a James I Spur Ryal with an excellent provenance, 
there are two pleasing sovereigns of Edward VI and Elizabeth I. Also in Elizabeth I, a superb milled half sov- 
ereign and very well struck angel. Hammered silver sees a delightful James I halfcrown, well struck Elizabeth 
I Crown and a very impressive Worcester mint halfcrown of Charles I. The two standout coins of milled gold, 
is an MS63 1717 George I Two guineas and a 1788 Gold Pattern Halfpenny once having graced the collection of 
Murdoch. In the milled silver section are some exceptional halfcrowns including one of Cromwell and George 
II plus a number of others. 


Following the British section is the Late Eric Greenhalgh Collection, a comprehensive collection centred around 
Charles I with several Halfcrowns and a broad variety of Shillings on offer acquired mainly via Michael Tren- 
erry. There is also a further selection of later milled coinage, with some earlier groats, shillings and pennies, 
either side of the Charles I pieces. 


The Scottish section features a small but impressive collection, highlights of which are a James VI 40/- one of 
only 11 ever struck and a 1562 Testoon of Mary which is far nicer than usual. 


The commemorative medals section is far smaller this time but with two rather impressive pieces, a gold Crom- 
well death medal encapsulated as SP62 and an exceptional coronation medal of Charles II 1661. 


For this auction, in World Coins, we are including some amazing gold coins, with the Bank of Canada Hoard 
being a particular highlight. We are pleased to present some fantastic Indian Mohurs of Jahangir and Aurang- 
zeb, as well as the extremely rare Assam Mohur. Gold bullion highlights include Australian Kangaroo issues, 
American Double Eagles and a Chinese Panda. From silver, the spotlight is on rare Chinese minor denomina- 
tions, such as the ever-popular Dragon & Phoenix issue. We are also delighted to bring you a newly identified 
sub-type of the so-called “Fatman Dollar” — the only one recorded of this variety currently. 


In Islamic Coins, we bring you exclusively gold coins. The selection opens with an extremely rare and extremely 
fine Arab-Byzantine imitative Solidus, dating to the start of the Umayyad Caliphate — this one of the rarest and 


earliest types of Islamic coins known. A discerning collector will find our small, but diverse selection of gold 


Dinars of Abbasids, Fatimids, Merinids, ‘Alawi Sharifs and Ziyanids interesting as well, with many affordable 
Dinars in great condition.

Gold staters of this type were originally struck during the reign of Philip Il of Macedon (359-336 BC). 
Featuring a portrait of Apollo on the obverse and a biga of horses on the reverse, they were a symbol of 
the king’s power and success. The trusted type continued to be struck during the reign of Alexander the 
Great, in the name of his deceased father, and many more were issued into Philip III’s reign. 


This coin, however, stands out from the rest. The dies used to strike this particular gold stater have been 
engraved with exceptional skill, resulting in a familiar-looking portrait. Why was so much effort put in 
to producing this short-lived issue, and why does the portrait of Apollo look so different? 


The portrait of Apollo we see here has, remarkably, been modelled on Alexander the Great's. His eyes, 
wide open, reflect what we see on contemporary Hellenistic portraiture, as well as later coins struck 
during the reign of Lysimachus in Thrace. Alexander may have been portrayed using a similar method 
on silver tetradrachms struck in his name, but none are as convincing or lifelike as this portrait. But why 
was Alexander's face placed on this issue of coins? 


The answer is one of legitimacy and unity. Alexander had died in 323 BC - the year before this enigmatic 
coin was struck. He had supposedly nominated his cavalry commander, Perdiccas, as his successor 
on his deathbed. Perdiccas did not seize power, instead opting to find out the gender of Alexander's 
yet-unborn child. If male, the baby could have been a legitimate successor to his father. The army, 
however, supported Alexander's brother, Philip, as ruler. The result was a ‘joint’ rule of Philip III and 
Alexander's newly born son, Alexander IV. 


These gold staters, likely minted in Kolophon, have been interpreted as a way of shoring up the 
somewhat shaky regime which emerged after Alexander’s death. Generals were wanting to carve up 
the Macedonian king’s vast empire, and this gold coin, which would have likely been seen by the key 
political figures of this time, may have been intended to remind them of the unity which Alexander 
brought. It was a statement, that Alexander’s great empire should remain whole, ruled by his ‘rightful’ 
successors — who were of course, pawns, of the powerful Macedonian generals.

The renowned philosopher emperor appears in spectacular artistic form on this impressive gold aureus 
minted in Rome. The coin bears an unusual left-facing portrait of the young prince — at this time, Caesar 
under Antoninus Pius. His portrait appears somewhat in the style of his heir, who would die a decade 
after this coin was struck, heralding the reign of Marcus Aurelius as emperor. The dies used to produce 
this marvellous coin are of notable artistic merit, engraved to an impressive depth. This combined with 
a brilliant central strike has created a gold piece of fantastic high relief.

These Thrymsa pale Gold types draw their inspiration from 4th century Roman coins and are some 
of the earliest Anglo-Saxon types available for commerce.

Martin Allen has stated there are two broad 
varieties of this type: variety A [from Kent] which has four pellets each side of the head of figure of 
Victory and variety B [East Anglia] has one pellet either side. The word Thrymsa gains its etymology in 
the word Tremissis, in real terms they were acknowledged as gold shillings at the time. In the corpus of 
early medieval coin finds they are recorded as a ‘Shilling’ which reflects the above.

When classing this coin Dr Martin Allen had mentioned it displays a new combination of obverse and 
reverse types.

E40.2a/b/c) have an inner circle on the obverse, as is the case with our coin here for sale. The comment 
on EMC thus outlines that this is a new variant for the type with the inner circle on the obverse.

The largest and most intrinsically valuable gold coin of the many issues of this reign, this was the jewel 
of Renaissance coinage, minted from nearly pure gold (.995 fine) and typically found with bent or 
wavy flans, often cracked and dented, because of the purity of the metal. While a coin such as this was 
never or rarely seen by the queen’s subjects other than nobility, it was a staple at Court and viewed 
by those abroad as emblematic of Elizabeth’s reign, in sharp contrast to the questionable and much 
unwanted money of the kingdom as it remained at the end of her father’s rule. Almost from the very 
beginning, the queen sought to restore her money to renown, and as Challis notes (A New History 
ofthe Royal Mint, page 248), ‘Elizabeth’s ‘notable convercion of the base monyes to the prestinat state of 
sterlings’ has rightly been regarded from her own day to this as an important achievement, one which, 
as Camden put it, ‘turned to her greater, yea greatest, glory’.

The third issue gold denominations of James I were finalised by an indenture of 20th August 1619, Gold 
was issued at two standards of fineness; I) fine gold of 23 carat (0.995 fine), this measure was applied 
to Rose Ryals of thirty shillings, Spur Ryals of fifteen shillings and Angels of ten shillings. I) Crown 
gold of 22 carats covered the Unites, Double-crowns and Crowns. Our example struck in fine gold with 
initial mark trefoil, Pyx records show this to be between the 18th June 1624 and 7th July 1625. In terms 
of aesthetics, the third issue Spur Ryal and the second coinage Spur Ryal (known colloquially as the 
Ship Ryal, given its King in ship design) are arguably the most impressive types within the gold coinage 
of James I. The Spur-Ryal immediately recognisable with its heraldic Lion on the obverse, a simple 
effective and well-balanced design, equally arresting and bold.

Newark endured three sieges during the English Civil Wars. Logistically it was valuable, given there 
were two significant roads running through the town, the first being the Great North Way and the other 
the Fosse way. Royalists considered Newark as a hub for a smooth passage back to their headquarters 
in Oxford, it also acted as a connecting point the Royalist centres in the North-East. The third siege 
lasted from November 26th 1645 to May 1646, the period which covers our halfcrown. The siege pieces 
of Newark were offered in four key denominations (halfcrown, shilling, ninepence and sixpence), with 
either two dates on offer, 1645 and 1646.

At just the end of the 17th. century, Isaac Newton's work at the Royal Mint changed from that of Warden 
to Master-worker, or Mint-master and as a man of science, Newton brought both more control and a 
more scientific approach to the operations of the Mint and generally modernised it - especially in its 
striking efficiency. 

The first 5 guineas issued for William II are noticeable different from the issue of 1701 in that the 
king's portrait was shallowly engraved. Newton attempted to complete the transition begun during the 
Renaissance, of departing from the shallow style of portraiture of the monarch to one that suggested 
lifelike qualities. In 1701 he caused a portrait to be deeply engraved that the mint machinery could 
sufficiently heavily strike.As Mint-master, Newton's finest artistic achievement is, without argument, 
the deeply engraved 5 guineas of 1701, now known as the 'Fine Work' issue, and it has become one of 
the classics of British numismatics. His mark on English coinage and medals became indelible, and 
among his medals may be found exquisite images in high relief, but his greatest achievement was 
certainly the ‘fine work' engraving of the king's portrait used in only one year, 1701, on the gold 2 
guineas and 5 guineas. These are the ultimate numismatic images of the reign and rarely equalled as 
works of art in all the years that have followed.

— because of their superior quality perhaps as presentation pieces in these British colonies that were just being 
established. 


The Bank of Canada Hoard 


With the outset of the First World War, the Canadian gold coin program was closed in favour of gold 
bars. Between 2000 and 2005 Canada began off-loading its gold reserves, with the only coins left being 
the 1912-1914 coins. At the end of 2012, the Bank of Canada and the Royal Canadian Mint announced 
that they would be releasing around 30,000 of the $5 and $10 coins. The rest (around 200,000) were to 
be melted down. Almost all of the gold used for the coins came from the nearby Klondike River Valley 
in the Yukon Territory.

Surviving examples of this type are very rarely seen and there are thought to be only around ten or so 
examples in existence. Only a couple are recorded to have sold in auction: firstly, a similar piece with 
two steps at Heritage Auctions that hammered at $24,000 in January 2019; secondly, an example with 
three steps, also at Heritage Auctions for $22,000 in January 2018. 


With the death of Mohammed in AD 649 the Arabs were already ruling Egypt and pushed on west 
just seven years later to take the whole of the north African coast from the Christian Byzantines. By 
705 this whole region became part of the Muslim Umayyad Empire, then ruled from Damascus by the 
Umayyad caliphs (661-770). Carthage was one of the last Christian strongholds to be taken, despite 
Byzantine efforts at reinforcement, which fell for the second and last time in AD 695 to the Umayyad 
general Hasan ibn al-Nu’man. 


There was no formal plan to provide a new coinage for their newly acquired north African territories 
—and initially the issue of coins appears to have been quite piecemeal. The immediate problem for the 
Islamic conqueror’s was to provide a coinage for general commerce and taxation purposes and also to 
expand an Islamic identity into the monetary sphere. Also, at the same time, to produce something that 
was not overtly Christian, and therefore blasphemous in their eyes -and yet was acceptable to a largely 
Christian indigenous population. The Byzantines had issued gold solidi from Carthage for centuries 
and particularly a large mintage in the mid seventh century of small thick solidi featuring the facing 
busts of Heraclius and his son with a large cross on the reverse, which were at this time still in wide 
circulation in North Africa. 


Their answer was to experiment with producing their own, similar looking version of this ubiquitous 
Heraclius solidus. However, the large cross on the reverse is mutilated to a large “T’, the crosses on the 
Emperors helmets are replaced with trefoils and the legends on both sides are Latinised versions of the 
Islamic declaration of faith — the Shahada. Although heavily truncated, they translate as ‘There is no 
God but He alone who has no associate’ and on the reverse ‘God our Lord, the Eternal the All-knowing’. 


These were not produced in large numbers, judging by their extreme rarity, and the experimentation of 
such a coin series is still only poorly understood — however, these imitations of Byzantine solidi, such 
as this coin, are considered to be the very first gold coins struck by the Muslims.
